The defendant, Elseman alleges, posses- 
Sing ample wealth, has been enabled to an- 
moy and hes annoyed and harassed him, 
seeking to compel him to live with her; she 
has tried to alienate the affections of his 
children by a former wife or a real wife, 
and has turned his friends against him and 
made it difficult for him to make a living 
at his prvufession. 

Eiseman asks the court to annul the mar- 
Fiage, if any took place, and if it be de- 
termined that there was no marriage he 
prays that the defendant be enjoined from 
annoying him with her attentions and her 
importunities for him to recognize her and 
live with her as his wife . 

The name and indtiais of this plaintiff are 
the same as those of a man who two and

. on’ Russell avenue. Dr, Rajcy Husted 
Bell, a writer of verse, now associate edi- 
for of the Medico-Legal Journal of New 
York, lived at the time in the lower flat.

Former St. Louisan Will Aid 
Colombian Insurgents. 


EAGER FOR ACTIVE SERVICE 


HE WILL FIGHT AGAINST CAPT. 
MARMADUKE. 


Would Have Joined Missourian’s Ex- 
pedition If He Had Known of It 
as He Did Not Care Which 
. Cause He Espoused. 


Capt. Berthold Ladd, member of a well- 
known St. Louis family and commander of 
Company E, Sixth Missouri Volunteers, 
during the greater part of the Cuban cam- 
paign, has turned soldier of fortune, and 
will go to Colombia to join the aie 
forces under Gen. Herrera. 

Capt. Ladd departed for New Orleans 
Tuesday, less than two days after Capt. 
Henry Marmaduke, commanding the Co- 
lombian government warship Bogota, had, 
sailed from San Francisco to give battle to 
the tnsurgent fleet on the Panama coast. 
To Col, Vincent Marmaduke, brother of | 
the Colombian naval captain, Ladd ex- 
pressed his regret that he had not known 
of the Missourian's expedition in time to | 
join it. He wished to see active military 
service, he said, and would have been as 
readly to join the government forces as 
those of the rebels. 

Capt. Ladd informed but few of his ac- 
quaintances of his plans before leaving St. 
Louls. The only persons, besides his moth- 
er, who are believed to have known def- 
initely of his plans, are his uncle, Au- 
gust Berthold, of 4218 West Pine boulevard, 
and Col. Marmaduke. 

Befare leaving he told Col. Marmaduke 
that he had been in correspondence with a 
recruiting agent for the insurgents, with | 
headquarters in New Orleans, and that he 
was confident of receiving a commission 
in the insurgent army. 


MANY AMERICANS JOINING. 
Recruits for both sides in the Colombian 
confiict are being enlisted in la numbers 
in the United States, and every man who 
joins either army is assured that he will 
see plenty of fighting. At Seattlue and 
San francisco, where Capt. Marmaduke se. 
cured the crew cf his ship, the applitants 
were twice as many as could be taken on

The insurgent boats, Padilta 2nd Bayaca, 
which are awaiting the Bogota on the west 
Panama coast, are said to be manne] al- 
most entirely with Americans, many of 
them naval veterans of the Spanish war. 
Capt. Ladd is the son of the late Co! 
John .Ladd, a veteran of the Confederacy. 
He is the nephew of Mrs. Louise Sanford 
and of August Berthold, manager of the 
Berthold and Sanford estates. He is 2% 
years old. His father was a business asso- 
ciate of the late Pierre Lorillard, and he 
was for several years a traveling salesman 
for the Lorillard tobacco firm. 

Shortly before the Spanish war Ladd re- 
moved to Doniphan, Ripley County, Mo., 
where he owns a 160-acre frult farm. He 
remained on his farm until the outbreak of 
the war, when he organized a company in 
the town of Doniphan and offered their ser- 
vices to the government. The company was 
accepted as Company E of the Sixth Mis- 
sour! Volunteers, and Ladd, who had re- 
ceived a military education, was made its 
captain. . 


WENT TO CUBA. 
The Sixth Missouri, which was command- 
er by Col. Letcher Hardeman, spent several] 
weeks at Tampa, and then became part of 
the army of occupation in Cuba. They re- 
mained in the island until early spring. 
Capt. Ladd did not remain in command of 
his company through its entire stay in 
Cuba. He had differences with his suy- 
perior officers, which caused his resigna- 
tion, and he returned to his Ripley County 
farm. : 
Capt. Ladd has been a frequent visitor 
in St. Louls in the past three vears, and 
was divorced from his wife in this city a 
few months after his return from Cuba. 
To his friends Capt. Ladd has often ex- 
pressed his dissatisfaction with the quiet 
life of a fruit raiser, and has spoken of his 
ictive Aghting. His plan of 
American rebels ie of re- 
cent origin, but was no sooner concelved 
than the young soldier commenced plang

Last weeek, with his mother, who had 
just returned from California, he visited 
his farm and arranged for the care of the 
place during his indefinite absence. Re- 
turning to St. Louis, he informed his uncle 
and Col. Marmaduke of his intention to 
leave for New Orleans to enlist in the Her- 
rera army. 
Recent reports from Colombia indicate 
that the insurgents are gaining ground, both 
with their naval and land forces. The ar- 
my, however, is considered weaker than 
that of the government, and its advantages 
are gained chiefly by superior strategy.

WHEREABOUUTS A MYSTERY. 
On one occasion, Mr. McMath said, 
Craney was accompanied by a man whom 
he introduced as President Brewn of the 
Welsbach company. On all other occasions 
he was the only person who appeared for 
the company. 

Neither Craney's family connections nor 
his business associates have thus far in- 
formed the deputy sheriffs of his present 
whereabouts. 

George H. Goddard of 313 Lucas avenue, 
Mr. Craney's father-in-law, says that he 
was recently in eastern Maryland om his 
vacation, but that he has not heard from 
him for several days past. He says that 
he does not know when his son-in-law in- 
tends to return. Mrs. Craney, he eald, is 
with her husband. 

Mr. Craney is local manager of the Bar 
ber Asphalt Co., and lives at-3713 Delmar 
boulevard.

It Will Be Made 100 Feet 
for Fair Crowds. 


IS NOW BUT SIXTY FEET 


TERMINAL ASSOCIATION WILL 
PURCHASE GROUNDS FOR TRACKS 


Plan to Build a Balcony Has Been 
Abandoned, but Officials Say 
There Will Be Ample Room 
for the Throng. 


In order to successfully handle the thou- 
Sands of visitors who will doubtless attend 
the World's Falr in 1903, and to accommo- 
Gate the necessary increase in the number 
of railroad tracks entering Union Station, 
the Terminal Association has definitely de- 
cided upon plans of expansion. 

It is opening negotiations with the Wa- 
bash and Missourl Pacific Railway com- 
panies for the acquirement of as much 
ground as the directorates of those roads 
will part with in the neighborhood of the 
big depot, and when the transfer of the 
property is made, which will doubtiess be 
done at an early date, additional tracks wii! 
be laid thereon. 

The present midway, which is 6 feet in 
width, will be widened to 100 feet, and 
this will be the sole and only change made 
in the Union. Station proper, with the ex- 
eption of the minor improvements, which 
will be rendered necessary by this enlarge- 
ment of the downstairs promenade. 

This change. effected, it is believed the 
Station will be puteeey large to accom- 
modate all the traffic which will enter and 
depart through this central gateway. 


NO BALCONY. _. 
There will be no double-decker depots; no 
Becond stories bullt on top of the midway; 


no anything which will have a tendency 
to detract from the beauty or convenience 
of the structure as it stands at present. 
lt is claimed that one of the principal feat- 


ures by which it now lays its.claim to 
fame, lies in the t that every thing nec- 
essary to a great Seoek is embodied in one 


floor. 

When the additional ground is poquired 
as many new tracks as the space wil! per- 
mit will be laid, but the exact or even the 
approximate number cannot be stated, ow- 
ing to the fact that ys how much ground 
can be secured is not known. 

WILL BE AMPLE ROOM. 

The plans as they have progressed 50 
far, contemplate the laying of two tracks 
where there is now but one, four tracks 


where there are but two in the yards at 
resent, and the same will apply to the 
racks running into the Union Station shed. 
In this manner every line which has the 
association membership will have ampie 
tracks on which to run its trains direct 
mie. the big depot. 

We had a number of ‘wert under con- 
sideration some time ago. said General 
gw McChesney, Wednesday afternoon, 
“bu have been abandoned for the one 
just explained.”’

By Filing Suit She Withdrew Obstacle 
to His Securing Inheritance 
of 340,000.

MILWAUKEE, Sept. 18.—By a divorce 
granted by Judge Kavanaugh in Chicage 
to Mrs. George R. Houghton, formerly 
Grace Kirby, daughter of the founder of 
the Kirby House, George R. Houghton, 
son of the late George G. Houghton of 
Milwaukee, comes into the sum of about 
$40,000, one-fourth of his father’s estate.

That repentant St. Louis boodler was not 
the only one who drew a distinction be- 
tween private and public morals and saw 
no wrong in practices regarding public 
matters that he shrank from as dishon- 
est in ordinary business or personal af- 
fairs. Nor is St. Louis the only city 
where that curious distinction between pub- 
lic and private morals éxists. Business 
honor ts strict between business men, but 
singularly lax in many dealings between 
business men and the public in its cor- 
porate capacity. It is dishanorable to 
cheat a private eustomer It does not 
seem regarded as dishonorable to furnish 
inferior goods or give short weight to a 
public department, that the contract may 
be profitable. .Such practices have “gone 
on so long’ that it is not regarded ag “‘mor- 
ally wrong.” Men in public positions take 
bribes, and actually solicit bribes, because 
“others do it’ and it would be foolishly 
squeamish not to do “what everybody 
doee.’’ 

That is one of the demoralizing conse- 
qnences of “practical politics,’’ which pro- 
ceeds on the principle that the end justifies 
the means and uses money corruptly to 
gain positions in the expectation of more 
than recouping the expenditures by the 
corrupt receipt of money. The conscience 
is soon seared, and it is not thought mor- 
ally wrong to consider public matters main- 
ly according to “what there is in it” for 
the legislator or the official.

But there are two things in connection 
with the expose that are surprising even 
in these days of official corruption. One 
is that 19 delegates, a large proportion of 
whom were rated as responsible and hon- 
orable citizens, should combine for a pur- 
pose that is criminally fraudulent, and 
should boldly meet in the City Hall to per- 
fect their schemes of blackmail and rob- 
bery. The other is that the people gener- 
ally of the affiicted city have known the 
character of the men who were serving 
them in public office, and the methods by 
which they were enriching themselves. 
Tolerance had gone so far that the boodlers 
felt comparatively safe and made little ef- 
fort to conceal their doings. Another effect 
of popular indifference was to produce mor- 
al stupefaction on the part of the offenders. 
The fact that they were doing wrong 
ceased tq impress them. They sold what 
they had pledged: to the people, and did 
not regard it as a crime. This is positively 
startling, and yet # is the danger threat- 
ening every large city in the country. The 
people have been hammered and looted so 
long that they promise to grow complacent 
under the treatment.

ONE MORE IS BEST. 

I do not think that any changes are nee- 
essary here, because I am still of the opin- 
ion that One More is the best of the lot 
in any kind of going. He is particularly 
partial, however, to a heavy track, his sire, 
Soundmore, being one of the best mud 
horses of his day. One More has recently 
run gecond and third, and should do better 
today under favorable circumstances. 


Speaking of his stre, Soundmore, reminds 
ime of a story which may not be inappro- 
priate here, which is not generally known 
the racegoers of the present day, and 

v nh may have escaped the memory of 

id-iimers who recollect the great contests 
of 12 and 15 years ago. Soundmore and the 
i'great Kingston were entered In a race many 
ago in New York. 

Mike Dwyer—who then owned Kingston— 
was the greatest plunger on the American 
turf, such a man as John A. Drake is to- 
| day. In this particular race he believed 
that Kingston was far superior to every 
horse in it, and the same opinion was held 
by the bookmakers, who chalked up only 
1 to 18 against the Dwyer horse. 

Nothing daunted by these prohibitive 
odds, Dwyer went round the ring and bet 
the enormous sum of $36,000 against $2000 
that his horse would win. The result was 
dis’ «trous to him. Kingston led almost the 
ent.e way and was easing up at the end 
to a mere walk. His jockey was watching 
a horse that was on his left, which was 
plainly in distress and beaten, but he for- 
got that there was another antagonist on 
his right in Soundmore, who was coming 
like a cyclone. In the very last jump 
Soundmore poked his nose in front and 
was awarded the race, while the mighty 
aOR had to be content with second 
piace. 

This was probably the most unique and 
greatest wager of the kind ever made in 
this country and goes to prove very forc- 
ibly that there is nothing sure in a horse 
race. The race was lost in this instance— 
as mapy races have been lost since—by the 
utter carelessness of Kingston's rider, who 
was anxious to draw a fine finish. 

If One More has only a small part of the 
gameness and grit of his aire he should 
come home by himself in the first race. 
Orisis is in with light weight and likes 
heavy going, and so does Mission, who is 
also entered here. Tle latter’s races have 
been so poor, however, in the last two 
months that I must pass him up. 

Mona B. would have a fine chance to win 
this race if the distance were six or seven 
iurlonep, but a mile and twenty yards is 
decidedly longer than she likes.
